in the moisture oi' the air condensed 
through contact with objects of a lower 
temperature, and that it does not form 
till radiation has reduced the tempera- 
tore of the earth 
Profcwior Stoolt- 


hrid",c assorts, however, that dew is the 
result of condensation by the air of 
warm vapor which rises from the soil, 
and he embodies the result of his cxper- 
imenlH in thcKe propositions: 1. 
The 


vapor of the soil in much warmer at 
night than the air, and would bo oon- 
dcBHi'd by it. 
2 Vapor from tho noil 


is 'nun diffused and equalized in the 
whole atmosphere, but in the largest 
proportion when evaporation is taking 
place near tho surface of tho noil, and, 
other thing* Doing cijual, plants nearest 
tho earth have tho most dew. 3. D«w 
under hay-cock*, boards and like objects 
on the grouud could receive it from no 
other Hourcc.
